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Plan to create new garden town 
has split opinion among public 

Opponents in war of words over merits of 10,000-home Gilston Park development

A NEW consultation into propos¬ 
als to build a new garden town in 
East Hertfordshire has split pub¬ 
lic opinion. 

Ten thousand homes could be 
built at Gilston Park, also known 
as Harlow North, if plans are 
approved. 

A consultation is now under 
way into the concept framework 
document which looks at what the 
new town could look like. 

However the proposals, which 
have been decades in the making, 
have caused anger among resid¬ 
ents who say that there is a lack of 
infrastructure which isn’t being 
addressed. 

There is also frustration over 
another consultation taking 
place, with only months until the 
proposal is looked over by an 
external examiner. 

Spike Hughes, from the cam¬ 
paign group Stop Harlow North, 
said: “This document it is just the 
same document that was avail¬ 
able a year ago and it was finished 
in March when we last had a 
consultation. 

Document 

“The document they have put 
out for consultation was abso¬ 
lutely available at the last con¬ 
sultation. 

“We have to ask, why they are 
doing this?” 

Campaigners also argued that 
the consultation document risked 
giving the impression that the 
Gilston Park plans were already 
approved. 

Mr Hughes said: “The other 
issue is that this document is giv¬ 
ing the public the impression that 
it is a done deal. 

“There will be an examination 
in public and at that point that is 
when the whole issue will be 
investigated. 

“1 don’t know what they 
are playing at issuing this doc¬ 
ument. 

“The whole thing is complete 
and utter nonsense. We have been

these problems.” 

However, proponents of the Gil¬ 
ston Park plans say that it will 
provide much-needed housing in 
the area, as well as bringing 
investment into infrastructure. 

Robert Halfron, MP for Harlow, 
has supported the plans for the 
new garden town and says that it 
would be good for the area. 

He said: “It is a really important 
consultation and these plans are 
way different from those propos¬ 
als from many years ago. 

“In my view they are 
thoughtful and they are being run 
predominately by not-for-profit 
companies that will invest 
into the neighbouring communit- 
worth. ies. 

“There is no infrastructure “If we get the houses, that will 
there, no water, no rails, no roads help thousands of people and 


bring in millions of pounds in 
investment in infrastructure in 
both of our neighbourhood 
areas.” 

A spokesman for Places for 
People, the group that will be 
delivering most of the Gilston 
Park plans if approved, said: “The 
plans for the Gilston area will 
deliver 10,000 new homes and will 
be supported by a £600 million 
infrastructure investment pack¬ 
age. 

“In parallel with East Herts 
District Council’s ongoing public 
consultation on the concept 
framework, we will be holding a 
community drop-in event on Sat¬ 
urday, August 5, between 10am 
and 3pm at the Manor of Groves in 
High Wych to explain what the 
framework is about. 

“We would like to encourage 
residents to come and talk to us 
about how we will be delivering 
much-needed infrastructure 
investment, new schools and 
extensive parklands across seven 
new villages. 

Framework 

Councillor Linda Haysey, lead¬ 
er of East Herts District Council, 
said: “Starting this week and run¬ 
ning until 1 September, we are 
holding a public consultation on 
the concept framework docu¬ 
ment. 

“This document sets out what 
the development could potentially 
look like and will be used to help 
create more detailed plans of the 
Gilston area. 

“We would encourage all local 
residents and stakeholders to 
share their feedback with us and 
help us to shape the future of this 
area.”

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Firm failed 
to protect 
staff from 
Legionella 

A HARLOW company that failed 
to protect workers from 
contracting a serious lung 
infection has lost a court appeal. 

G4S Cash Solutions was 
inspected by Harlow Council in 
2013 after a worker contracted 
Legionnaires’ disease, a flu-like 
disease spread by bacteria that 
can grow at certain water 
temperatures. 

According to a report, 
environmental health officers 
found a ‘serious lack of 
compliance in maintaining 
water systems at the site’, with 
‘erratic monitoring and testing 
systems’, among a long list of 
failings. 

It also stated the company 
failed to fully take steps required 
to improve. 

The security firm was fined 
£1.8 million in September 2016 
and, after their initial appeal 
was thrown out, G4S then 
renewed their application for 
leave to appeal the sentence. 

Excessive 

At the Court of Appeal in 
London on July 12, the company 
claimed the fine was excessive. 

G4S argued its culpability 
rating of ‘very high’ should be 
reduced to ‘high’ which could 
have reduced the punishment. 

In giving judgement, judge 
Alison Russell QC stated that it 
was difficult to see how any 
argument could reduce the 
characterisation of culpability as 
‘very high’ within the sentencing 
guidelines. 

She said G4S was aware of 
legal obligations and over a 
period of four-and-half years it 
failed to act, which could only be 
viewed as a blatant and flagrant 
disregard of compliance with 
statutory obligations. 

Harlow councillor Danny 
Purton, portfolio holder for 
environment, said: “1 am pleased 
the court has upheld the level of 
fine originally handed down to 
G4S in full. 

“Although G4S did make some 
improvements to its practises it 
was aware of its legal obligations 
to protect its staff and visitors 
from exposure to Legionella 
bacteria and, over a period of 
four-and-a-half years, it had 
failed to act. 

“Once again 1 want to 
congratulate Harlow Council’s 
environmental health and legal 
teams for their hard work and 
professionalism in securing a 
successful outcome.”

junction to start in winter 

Residents claim new carriageway will increase traffic by 71 per cent

WORK on the contested Harlow 
Mil junction 7a will begin this 
winter, Essex County Council has 
confirmed. 

Planning permission has now 
been granted and the junction 
will open in 2021. 

Country road Gilden Way will 
be converted into a three-lane car¬ 
riageway and other roundabouts 
will be installed as part of the 
plans, which have angered some 
Old Harlow residents. 

Junction 7a has long been 
touted as a link to help ease traffic 
out of Harlow, to reduce conges¬ 
tion at junction 7 and to support 
housing and business develop¬ 


ment. County Hall confirmed in a 
statement yesterday (Wednesday, 
August 2) that initial works will 
be concentrated away from the 
current road to minimise disrup¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Kevin Bentley, 
deputy leader, said: “This junc¬ 
tion will transform the daily lives 
of businesses and residents by 
helping to improve links to and 
from the Mil. 

“Junction 7a will be on the 
doorstep of London Stansted Air¬ 
port and the Harlow Enterprise 
Zone - helping to keep Essex mov¬ 
ing and supporting economic 
growth for local businesses. 

“This is a major project but we 
are wasting no time in getting 
people on the ground to begin 


preparation works, ensuring we 
deliver the benefits of this scheme 
as quickly as possible.” 

Gilden Way, currently classi¬ 
fied as a B road, will see an estim¬ 
ated 71 per cent rise in traffic and 
fears of noise and congestion have 
been raised by Old Harlow and 
Church Langley locals. 

Preferred 

Harlow Labour councillor Mike 
Danvers previously said that he 
would have preferred to have seen 
a town bypass and accused ECC of 
holding consultations behind 
closed doors. 

Cllr Danvers also criticised a 
decision to see funds set aside to 
improve junction 7 transferred to 
bankroll junction 7a. 


The county council said it 
attempted to address complaints 
by lowering the speed limit to 
40mph from 60mph along Gilden 
Way and Sheering Road. 

There will also be improve¬ 
ments to the footway for pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists, new street 
lighting and pedestrian road 
crossings. 

Access for heavy goods vehicles 
will be restricted. 

Robert Halfon, Harlow MR, said: 
“1 have promised to represent the 
view of every resident who con¬ 
tacted me. 

“We can’t get away from the fact 
that this is a once in a lifetime 
opportunity to support Harlow 
and we desperately need that 
junction.” 


Businesses refuse to be bothered after arson attack in town

A man dressed all in black was 
seen to throw the item and run 
towards Terminus Street. 

No arrests have been made as 
the police probe continues. 

Nearby 

Despite this incident and a late 
night stabbing on nearby Post 
Office Walk last week, traders 
are not concerned. 

Linda Sevica, who works for 
Martin and Co., on East Gate, 


Harlow, said the incidents were 
“not a concern,” despite a heavy 
police presence nearby. 

An employee of Frank and 
Joe’s barber shop, on East Gate, 
Harlow, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “1 do not see what 
the point is or why they did it. 

“It is one of those things.”

The Conservative Harlow MP 
is now chairman of the 
Education Select Committee, 
replacing the ousted Stroud 
Conservative MP Neil 
Carmichael. 

After a cross-party vote, Mr 
Halfon was chosen ahead of 
five other candidates last 
month to continue his work 
in the education field. 

He said: “It means that 1 am 
chairman of a majority 
commons committee.

He explained the new role 
would oversee and 
scrutinise schools, post-16 
education, careers and 
universities. 

Mr Halfon was named the 
chairman after a fifth-round 
runoff against fellow Tory MP 
Nick Boles. 

The Harlow MP took 261 
votes to the 213 polled by Mr 
Boles.

Why teenager who 
caused death of 
Pole with just one 
punch was tried 
for manslaughter

THE Chief Crown Prosecutor for CPS East 
of England has explained why a Harlow 
teenager who caused the death of a 
Polish man last year was charged with 
manslaughter. 

Arkadiusz Jozwik suffered a brain 
injury and a fractured skull after receiv¬ 
ing a punch to the back of the head which 
sent him crashing to the floor on August 27 
last year. 

On Monday this week a 16-year-old boy, 
who cannot be named for legal reasons, 
was found guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court of causing Mr Jozwik’s death. 

The 40-year-old Polish national, known 
as Arek, had been out drinking with 
friends in Harlow in the hours leading up 
to his death. 

Shortly before 10pm, Mr Jozwik and 
friends arrived at The Stow shopping 
centre where they sat drinking alcohol 
and chatting. 

An hour or so later, they bought pizza 
before sitting on a bench near to a group of 
teenagers who has been in the area 
throughout the day. 

Wellwishers attended a memorial for Arek Jozwik to spread his ashes the At about 11.25pm, Mr Jozwik and Radek 
day after his funeral Koscelski walked over to a boy who was 

sitting on a bench. 

An exchange of words then took place 
between Mr Koscelski and the boy and a 
confrontation took place. 

Five minutes later, the defendant and 
three other boys arrived back in the shop¬ 
ping parade on bicycles. 

Two of the boys, neither of whom were 
the defendant, rode closely to Mr Jozwik 
and Mr Koscelski, which appeared to 
spark a disagreement. 

Gesticulating 

The boys joined the other teenagers and 
the men walked over to the group where 
there was a heated verbal dispute 
involving gesticulating and a push 
between the groups. 

At some point, Mr Koscelski was seen to 
stumble and fall. 

It was at this point the defendant, who 
was in front of the men but behind the 
rest of the teenagers, sneakily moved 
around the group and stood behind Mr 
Jozwik. 

He was then seen to jump and forcefully 
punch him in the head from behind, caus¬ 
ing his victim to fall to the ground and 
smack his head. 

The teenagers then fled the scene before 
emergency services arrived shortly 
afterwards. 

Mr Jozwik never regained conscious¬ 
ness and died in Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, on August 29. 

Following Monday’s verdict, Jenny Hop¬ 
kins, Chief Crown Prosecutor for CPS East 
of England said: “In reviewing the evid¬ 
ence we were satisfied there was no intent 
by the youth to kill Mr Jozwik or that he 
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thought that his actions would result in 
the death of a man. 

“We decided therefore that the correct 
charge was one of manslaughter. 

“Manslaughter is the unlawful killing of 
another person with an intention to do 
some harm or the foresight that some 
physical harm may result. 

“The court was told the youth put the 
full force of his body into the punch and he 
must have been aware when he punched 
Mr Jozwik in this way that some harm was 
likely to be caused. 

“This was a senseless assault and with 
that one punch which was over in seconds, 
the youth was responsible for Mr Jozwik 
losing his life and causing unimaginable 
anguish to Mr Jozwik’s family and 
friends. 

“We hope that the jury’s verdict today 
has brought some comfort to Mr Jozwik’s 
family and friends that the person 
responsible for his death has been brought 
to justice.” 

The police investigation initially saw 
six people arrested in connection with Mr 
Jozwik’s death including the defendant, 
who was then aged 15. 

He will be sentenced on September 8, 
having been released on bail due to a 
family member being seriously ill. 

Speaking after the hearing. Detective 
Chief Inspector Martin Pasmore of the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime Direct¬ 
orate, said: “This has been a complex and 
difficult investigation and my thoughts 
very much remain with Mr Jozwik’s fam¬ 
ily, who have lost a dearly loved son and 
brother in the most tragic of circum¬ 
stances. 

“While nothing will ever bring Mr 
Jozwik back, now the court proceedings 
are over, 1 hope his family can somehow 
start to rebuild their lives.

“Essex Police, working in conjunction 
with the Crown Prosecution Service, has 
carried out a huge amount of work into 
trying to establish the course of events 
that led to Mr Jozwik’s death and to find 
the truth of what happened. 

“My team has taken more than 150 
witness statements, spoken to more than 
300 people during inquiries and reviewed 
more than 100 hours of CCTV footage. 

“More than 30 police officers and staff 
have been involved in the investigation 
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victim when he floored him, so it was not murder 




and committed more than 1,200 additional 
hours. 

“Whatever the reason for the events of 
that night, the defendant deliberately used 
violence against Mr Jozwik. 

“While he would not have intended for it 
to be a fatal blow, he made a decision to 
move deliberately behind the victim and 
take him by surprise with a forceful 
punch. 

“He must have appreciated this would 
have caused harm.” 


THE VERDICT; Youth is found guilty 


A TEENAGER has this week been found 
guilty of causing the death of a Polish 
man in Harlow. 

Arkadiusz Jozwik, 40, suffered skull 
fractures and fatal brain injuries following 
an altercation outside a takeaway in The 
Stow shopping hatch on August 27 last 
year. 

Mr Jozwik died in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, two days later. 

A 16-year-old boy, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was arrested 
on August 30 before being charged by 
police in December 2016. 

He denied causing Mr Jozwik’s death 
by manslaughter, asserting he acted in 
self-defence. 

Unanimous 

The trial against the accused, which 
has been heard at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, came to a close when the jury 
unanimously found against the 
defendant on Monday afternoon. 

It took them little more than four hours 
to find the teen guilty of Mr Jozwik’s 
unlawful death. 

There were audible gasps from the 
public gallery as the jury foreman read 
out the guilty verdict. 

The teenager has been granted bail, 
owing to a family member’s ill health, 
and will next appear at the sentencing 
hearing on September 8. 

Judge Patricia Lynch QC thanked the 
jury for their service before releasing 
them. 

Before the jury went off to consider 
their verdict, the judge gave a brief 
overview of the facts

Addressing the jury. Judge Lynch said: 
“You must set aside any sympathy, you 
must set aside any bias. 

“You must decide on the facts. 

“You must not set aside your good 
common sense and experience of life. 

“It is for the Crown to prove he did not 
act in self-defence. 

“The Crown must prove he killed the 
deceased and that he did so unlawfully.” 


Brigade union’s anger 
as police boss is given 
control of fire service 


FIREFIGHTERS have branded the 
Home Secretary’s announcement of 
the creation of the first ever police, 
fire and crime commissioner in 
Essex as reckless. 

The current Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Essex, Roger Hirst, 
will take up the extended role for the 
county which will include taking 
control of Essex Fire and Rescue 
Service in October. 

The Fire Brigade Union (FBU) says 
the independence of the fire service 
is at risk and fears there could be 
more frontline cuts. 

Alan Chinn-Shaw, secretary of the 
FBU in Essex, said: “The fire and 
rescue service holds a special 
position within our community, 
having established good relations and 
high levels of trust with the public. 
This is because firefighters offer a 
purely humanitarian, neutral and 
life-saving service. We are not law 
enforcers. The introduction of police, 
fire and crime commissioners 
threatens this model, which has 
worked well for decades.” 

Axed 

Since 2010, over 270 frontline 
firefighter posts have been axed at 
Essex Fire and Rescue Service - 
about 20 per cent of the workforce. 

It was announced on Tuesday of 
last week at the Essex Fire and 
Rescue Headquarters in Kelvedon 
that Mr Hirst would be taking up the 
position, marking the first step in the 
Government’s drive to see police and 
fire services collaborate for the 
benefit of local communities. 

Mr Chinn-Shaw said: “If the public 
perception of the fire service begins 
to change and we are seen to have 
close links with the police force, it 
will make the work of firefighters a 
lot more difficult. 

“This has already been seen in 
Essex where our links to the local 


community have been damaged by 
our attendance at the evictions of the 
Grays Hill travellers’ site. 

“The neutrality of the fire service 
means we can gain access to areas of 
society where the attendance of 
police officers has not always been so 
welcome. 

“It is vital that the fire service and 
police force maintain distinct and 
separate identities.” 

Despite these criticisms, the new 
police, fire and crime commissioner 
for Essex has maintained that the 
services will stay separate. 

Mr Hirst said: “We have been 
working closely with the FBU in the 
lead-up to this announcement. Both 
services will stay separate. 

“A firefighter will remain a fire¬ 
fighter and a police constable will 
remain a police constable. 

Independent 

“1 will maintain an independent 
fire service in the same way that 1 
have maintained independence for 
the police. The people of Essex 
deserve to have the best possible 
emergency services. 

“By bringing together the 
governance of the Essex Police and 
Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service we can support closer 
working and make investment 
decisions that will bring even bigger 
benefits in the future. 

“By ensuring a more joined-up 
response to incidents, providing 
crime and fire prevention advice, 
creating community safety hubs, and 
sharing buildings we can improve 
how we work and generate 
significant savings which can then be 
reinvested back into front line 
services.” 

The FBU has been working with 
the new commissioner and is seeking 
assurances that there will be no 
further cuts to the frontline service. 
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Rescued 
horses in 
stunning 
recovery 

THREE obese horses rescued 
from Harlow fields by the 
RSPCA have made a stunning 
recovery. 

The charity took the animals 
to Nazeing equine sanctuary 
Redwings last month after they 
were found on Latton Common, 
Harlow. 

Vets found the three mares 
were severely overweight and 
were in considerable discomfort 
with laminitis, as well as lice 
and leg mites. 

But the three are now much 
healthier and have been named 
Flix, Arcadia and Glade after 
Glastonbury stages, as the 
festival was on when they were 
rescued. 

Happier 

Nicola Berryman, Redwings’ 
welfare veterinary surgeon, said: 
“These have now been treated 
and the mares are much brighter 
and happier. 

“They’re also coming along 
really well in their weight loss, 
which we’re delighted about, and 
1 absolutely adore these three as 
they are such friendly cobs.” 

This is the latest in a string of 
horse tethering incidents in 
Harlow. 

Harlow Council, the RSPCA 
and Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
have all commented on the issue 
after a graphic image of a dead 
horse seen in Pinnacles 
circulated on social media.

Car and motorbike collided in bus lane

A HARLOW woman who was 
alleged to have caused the death of 
a teenage motorcyclist by careless 
driving has been found not 
guilty. 

Tammy Howard, 40, had been 
on trial charged with causing the 
death of 18-year-old Liam Brown 
by careless driving. 

Howard, of Rushes Mead, had 
been driving her black Mini when 
she was involved in a collision 
with Mr Brown’s motorbike on 
First Avenue on May 25 last year. 

Mr Brown suffered serious 
head injuries and died in hospital 
on May 29. 

The trial against Howard, 
presided over by Judge Emma 
Peters, began at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday, July 24. 

On the third day of the trial, 
prosecutor John Livingston 
claimed it had not been safe for 
the defendant to move from Orch¬ 
ard Croft into the First Avenue 
bus lane when she did so before 
the crash with Mr Brown’s 
vehicle.

The court heard Mr Livingston 
question collision investigation 
expert Simon Lane, of the Trans¬ 
port Research Laboratory (TRL). 

The prosecutor asked: “Would 
it have been sensible for the driver 
to have stopped at the zigzag line 
separating the car lane and the 
bus lane?” 

The expert witness replied: 
“That would have made a 
change.” 

He also said Howard would 
have had a “reasonable view” of 


the bus lane if she had stopped at 
the line. 

Mr Lane found that Howard 
was travelling between 11 and 15 
miles per hour as she moved into 
the bus lane, while PC Burke 
provided a figure of 13.7 miles per 
hour. 

When asked what would have 
happened if Howard had moved at 
five miles per hour towards the 
zigzag line and stopped, Mr Lane 
said: “The motorbike would have 
gone beyond the point of impact. 
The collision never would have 
occurred. 

“Creeping forward would obvi¬ 
ously increase the time available 
to all parties concerned. 

“it would change the dynamics 
of this collision completely.” 

Mr Lane told the court he 
believes Howard was taking 
care while moving across the 
junction. 

The prosecutor said: “The 
obligation is on the driver who is 
crossing another lane to be 
extremely careful in the way it is 
done.” 

On Thursday a jury cleared 
Howard of any wrongdoing.

in Crossrail 2 bonanza 


New line is set to go as far as at Broxbourne, two stops away

THE leader of Harlow Council is 
determined for the town not to be 
missed out of Crossrail 2 plans. 

The £30bn investment remains on 
track to connect Hertfordshire with 
London and Surrey, but a Network 
Rail chief said this week the line 
would stop at Broxbourne, two sta¬ 
tions short of Harlow Town. 

Councillor Jon Clempner previ¬ 
ously wrote to Chancellor Philip Ham¬ 
mond to push for Harlow Town to be 
included to boost the town’s economic 
growth. 

After Crossrail 2 survived Trans¬ 
port Secretary Chris Grayling’s mani¬ 
festo cull. Network Rail announced a 
fresh consultation will now take 


place. If plans go ahead, the number of 
tracks between Tottenham Hale and 
Broxbourne will double from two to 
four. 

But Chris Curtis, Network Rail 
head of Crossrail 2, said this would be 
as far as the line will go, when asked 
about the chances of it extending to 
Harlow. 

Commuters 

He said: “Our proposed Crossrail 2 
route starts in Broxbourne and would 
enable improvement for Harlow’s rail 
commuters and leisure users by sep¬ 
arating the town’s fast train services 
from the slower services that stop at 
all stations between Broxbourne and 
London.” 

Cllr Clempner said yesterday (Wed¬ 
nesday) that he will not give up the 


fight and called on the Government to 
support the town. 

He also stated that he would like to 
see the line four-tracked beyond Brox¬ 
bourne and into West Essex. 

Cllr Clempner said: “We continue to 
make the case that Crossrail 2 ter¬ 
minating in Harlow, and the four- 
tracking of the West Anglia mainline, 
will benefit not just Harlow, but the 
whole of the London Stanstead Cam¬ 
bridge Corridor. 

“It will unlock economic and hous¬ 
ing growth. 

“While the Crossrail 2 growth com¬ 
mission recognised the strength of the 
case there is still work to do to secure 
the investment that Harlow needs, on 
this and a number of other areas.” 

He added that the motion is sup¬ 
ported by all other local councils. 


including Broxbourne. Mr Grayling’s 
decision to press ahead with more 
London investment and leave plans to 
modernise northern railways caused 
some controversy. 

Crossrail 2 could arguably support 
the town’s new investment in the 
shape of Harlow Enterprise Zone and 
Public Health England’s new 
headquarters in Pinnacles, Harlow.

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Motorway worker almost 
hit by Ml 1 getaway car 


A HARLOW man feels lucky to have 
dodged a getaway car involved in a 
high-speed chase on the Mil. 

Motorway repair worker Eric 
Woods, 44, of Churchfield, was 
helping complete an emergency 
patch-up near junction 6 on the 
southbound stretch on Friday at 
around 5pm. 

But as traffic crawled by, his team 
were taken by surprise as a car 
approached at 50mph on the hard 
shoulder and came within inches of 
hitting them. 

Mr Woods said: “We were working 
away and this car came out of 
nowhere. He went down the hard 
shoulder. He came straight through 
to where we were working. 

“All the traffic cones went up in the 
air and we had to jump backwards. 
The police were chasing him.” 


He added: “I was pushed out of the 
way by a colleague of mine.

The car, which was possibly a 
silver Peugeot or Citroen, passed 
within five inches of the crew, 
according to Mr Woods, who has 
worked on motorways for 11 years.

On track to be 
Formula One’s 
next superstar? 

A NEW indoor karting track has opened in Harlow. The £1.2 million 
TeamSport venue at River Way boasts a 500-metre, multi-level circuit 
with 15 bends, long straights and has the capacity for 16 racers to 
compete at one time. It’s been very popular since opening just over two 
weeks ago, so we sent reporter WILLIAM MATA down to try it out and 
find out if he’s the next Lewis Hamilton...

BECOMING a Formula One 
champion is one of many dreams 
that I have never bothered chas¬ 
ing, but in Harlow’s new karting 
track I sensed an opportunity. 

I left the office to check out 
TeamSport’s indoor circuit at the 
River Way industrial site to see if 
racing is my forte. 

After being handed a gener¬ 
ously sized racing suit and given a 
safety briefing it was time to get 
behind the wheel of a 40mph 
kart. 

For two 15-minute sessions I 
had the track to myself but I 
took the chance to pit myself 
against Matt, one of the centre’s 
instructors. 


It proved to be not much of a 
contest. The instructor (some¬ 
times quite literally) drove rings 
around me and appeared to be 
able to lap me at will. 

One of the first things I found 
was the weight of the steering and 
the physicality of driving the 
kart. 

It was several laps before I got 
used to this and not long before 
my arms ached with the effort as I 
negotiated the twisty layout. 

I went in thinking 40mph did 
not sound particularly fast, but 
sat more or less on the floor whizz¬ 
ing round inches away from bar¬ 
riers I was quite out of my comfort 
zone. 


Matt said at the end of my first 
session that I was holding back 
too much and encouraged me to 
floor it around the bottom half of 


the track. Pushing harder didn’t 
seem possible. 

I was flung from side to side in 
an effort to hold the wheel and had 


to wrestle with my kart to keep it 
from spinning (something I did 
several times). 

The ramped section up was par¬ 


ticularly unforgiving on my 
back. 

But I did improve and finished 
with a best lap time of 38 
seconds. 

Not brilliant considering the 
best guys can clock 35 in their 
sleep and the record is 33. 

Although it was honestly only 
half-way round the second lap I 
realised I should probably stick to 
the day job, I had great fun and felt 
far from dejected at the end. 

I left feeling exhausted but 
although Formula One may not be 
my calling my enjoyment and 
desire to beat my time has left 
me with a sense that I will be 
back. 
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£200,000 pledged to help 
improve security in town 

Three new community safety officers to target antisocial behaviour

HARLOW Council has pledged 
£200,000 to beef up security in the 
town centre and shopping 
hatches. 

Three new community safety 
officers will work with the public 
and community groups to target 
antisocial behaviour and envir¬ 
onmental crime, such as fly- 
tipping and graffiti. 

These staff will assist Essex 
Police and provide a presence in 
the town as well as The Stow, Bush 
Fair and Staple Tye. 

The local authority’s cabinet 
pledged to enforce the measures, 
which will be financed by a 
budget underspend from last year, 
at a meeting on Thursday, July 
20 . 

Increase 

Councillor Jon Clempner, lead¬ 
er of Harlow Council, said: 
“Nationally there has been an 
increase in crime and locally our 
communities have been unsettled 
by high profile incidents. 

“For most (people) Harlow 
remains a safe place to live, work 
and visit. 

“These steps are about reas¬ 
suring and supporting our res¬ 


idents and businesses.” 

The new officers will join the 
council’s Community Safety 
Team who dealt with 3,651 reports 
from April 2016 to March 2017. 

While they do not have the 
power to arrest individuals they 
are able to impose acceptable 
behaviour contracts, ASBOs, dis¬ 
persal orders, parenting contracts 


and fixed penalty notices. 

The council has pledged the 
new staff will be a “highly visible” 
presence. 

This move follows concerns 
about a lack of police in 
Harlow town centre and high 
profile crimes, including a late 
night stabbing in Post Office 
Walk. 


Mr Clempner added: “We want 
to work with (residents and busi¬ 
nesses) to tackle any issues head 
on and respond directly to some of 
the local concerns and the nation¬ 
al picture. 

“We will be taking a zero-tol¬ 
erance approach and using a 
range of measures to prevent anti¬ 
social behaviour but to do that we 


need the extra resources in 
place. 

“Improvements to The Stow 
and Bush Fair shopping 
centres are about raising pride 
in these areas but also discour¬ 
aging antisocial behaviour and 
criminal activity along with uni¬ 
formed officers working in these 
areas.” 


Warning is 
issued over 
items on 
train tracks 

GREATER Anglia trains have hit 
25 items left on the tracks so far 
this year, figures have revealed. 

The statistics are part of a 
safety campaign warning the 
public of the dangers of dumping 
items on the tracks. 

Since 2013 Greater Anglia 
trains have hit 323 things that 
had been left on the track side. 

The items dumped by the rails 
include old pushchairs, bricks, 
and drain covers. 

Kevin Cox, a Greater Anglia 
driver, once hit a washing 
machine that had been dumped 
on the tracks in Essex. 

Nightmare 

He said: “It was a nightmare 
scenario. I saw the washing 
machine and realised I couldn’t 
stop the train in time. 

“Not only is it dangerous, but 
also if a train hits an object it 
can injure customers, damage or 
even derail the train and cause 
delays and cancellations.” 

Greater Anglia, along with the 
British Transport Police (BTP) 
and Network Rail launched the 
#StayRailSafe campaign to keep 
people safe while near the 
railway. 

Jay Thompson, head of safety, 
security and sustainability at 
Greater Anglia, said: “The 
railway is not a playground. 
People who put obstructions on 
the track are endangering their 
lives, and the lives of others.”

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The House of Windsor 
is celebrating its 
centenary this year. 

MARION McMullen 

checks out 100 years of 
royal highs and lows 

T he House of Windsor has 
seen four monarchs so far 
- George V, Edward VIII, 
George VI and the nation's 
longest reigning sovereign 
Elizabeth IL 

But it also experienced the 
abdication crisis in 1936 when 
Edward VIII gave up the throne to 
marry Wallis Simpson, Edward VIII's 
reign lasted just 326 days - less than 
11 months. He was never crowned, 
Elizabeth II's reign has lasted more 
than 65 years. She overtook ancestor 
Queen Victoria to become the 
longest-serving British monarch on 
September 9 2015. 

The German name Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha came to the family in 1840 
with the marriage of Queen Victoria 
to Prince Albert. Albert was born in 
Bavaria and was the younger son of 
the duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 

Because of anti-German feeling 
during the First World War, George V 
- Albert's grandson and Elizabeth II's 
grandfather - issued a royal 
proclamation on luly 17 1917, 
ditching Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and 
making the royal family "the House 
and Family of Windsor" and 
announcing that they would 
"relinquish and discontinue the use 
of all German Titles and Dignities." 

The name Windsor - after the 11th 
century castle - was the final choice 
for the royal family, but other 
suggestions included Tudor-Stuart 
and Guelph, which was the 
Hanoverian name. It was Lord 
Stamfordham, the King's private 
secretary, who suggested 
Windsor. Windsor is the oldest 
and largest continually occupied 
castle in Europe and was built in 
the 11th century. 

The Royal Mint has marked the 
historic anniversary of the 
House of Windsor with a 
commemorative £5 coin which 
features Windsor Castle's Round 
Tower. Designed by Timothy 
Noad, it is based on the original 
badge approved by the Queen's 
father, George VI, in 1938. Among 
the commemorative coins 
available is A 22-carat Gold Proof 
Coin (£1,935). 

The Duke and Duchess of York 
(later King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth) spent their honeymoon in 
1923 at Polesden Lacey in Surrey. The 
coronation in 1937 was the first true 
outside broadcast and was captured 
on film using a mobile control van. 

After Elizabeth II's accession in 
1952, the Queen declared that the 
royal family's surname would still be 
Windsor and not Mountbatten, much 
to the Duke of Edinburgh's 
annoyance. "I'm just a bloody 
amoeba," he is said to have shouted, 
when learning his children would 
not bear his surname. He later won a 
concession in 1960 when it was 
announced that the Queen's direct

Queen was accused of not 
reacting quickly enough to the 
nation's grief. 

Windsor remains one of the 
Queen's favourite retreats. She 
heads to the Berkshire castle 
most weekends. She spent 
much of her childhood at 
Windsor during the Second 
World War when German 
I bombing raids on London 
made it too dangerous for the 
royal children to sleep at 
I Buckingham Palace. 

' The Duke of Edinburgh 
! avoided his own 90th 
i birthday exhibition at 
I Windsor Castle six years ago 
j claiming it was a lot of fuss 
about nothing. 

The Queen, who turned 
91 this year, has received many gifts 
over the years, but is said to like 
practical presents, but not overly 
extravagant ones. Her sons and 
daughters have apparently delighted 
the monarch over the years with 
household items such as a 
washing-up apron and a casserole 
dish. The Princess Royal gave her 
Billy Bass the singing fish - which 
moves and mimes the words to Take 
Me To The River and Don't Worry, Be 
Happy, She was so amused by the 
mounted fish that she was apparently 
given six more for Balmoral. 


descendants - other than those with 
the style of Royal Highness and the 
title of Prince or Princess - when they 
needed a surname would use 
Mountbatten-Windsor, although the 
royal house remains the House of 
Windsor. 

The Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge used the surname 
Mountbatten-Windsor during the 
recent invasion of privacy court case 
in France over topless photos taken 


of Kate while she was on holiday in 
2012 . 

The House of Windsor faced 
scandal and turmoil in the 1990s. The 
Queen branded 1992 her annus 
horribilis after three of her four 
children's marriages had ended or 
were on the rocks, and Windsor 
Castle went up in flames. 

The monarchy was further rocked 
when Diana, Princess of Wales was 
killed in a car crash in 1997 and the

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Portrait of the artist 


D irector Aisling Walsh’s 
moving drama paints 
a dignified portrait of 
Canadian folk artist 
Maud Lewis, who 
weathered agonising 
rheumatoid arthritis as she 
shared her vision of the world 
in brightly coloured paintings. 

Filmed on location in Ireland 
and Newfoundland, Maudie is 
an inspirational story of 
triumph against adversity, 
celebrating the endurance of 
one indefatigable human spirit 
in a bitterly cold, tumbledown 
shack at the mercy of the 
elements. 

Sally Hawkins, 
Oscar-nominated for her 
supporting turn in Blue 
Jasmine, is extraordinary in the 
demanding title role. It’s a 
transformative performance 
reminiscent of Daniel 
Day-Lewis’ stellar work in My 
Left Foot, capturing Lewis’ 
dignity and determination as 
her physical state deteriorates: 
an increasingly stooped 
posture, unsteadiness on her 
feet, unresponsive fingers 
twisted into a gnarled claw. 

The pain that ripples through 
her body is palpable in each 
shuffle but Hawkins never 
resorts to grandstanding or 
shameless emotional 
manipulation to earn our 
unswerving admiration and 
empathy.

When the Oscar nominations 
are announced early next year, 
it will be a travesty if she isn’t 
among the five names in the 
hotly contested race for Best 
Actress In A Leading Role. 

Maud Dowley (Hawkins) 
lives in 1930s Nova Scotia with 
her Aunt Ida (Gabrielle Rose) 
and brother Charles (Zachary 
Bennett), who believes his 
sister is helpless and at the 
mercy of her arthritis. 


She determines to prove 
them both wrong by taking a 
position as a housekeeper for a 
local man, Everett Lewis 
(Ethan Hawke), who peddles 
fish in a large wheelbarrow 
and lives in a wooden shack on 
the edge of town. 

“You can’t take care of 
yourself let alone a house!” 
scoffs Charles. 

Unperturbed, Maud cooks 
and scrubs through her 
physical pain, and daubs “a 
happy little chicken” and 
flowers on the shack’s walls to 
brighten up her new home. 


She also adorns cards with 
her primitive depictions of the 
natural world and a local 
woman, Sandra (Kari 
Matchett), commissions a 
full-size painting. 

Maud’s art gains attention in 
the media and Everett allows 
her to transform the shack into 
a makeshift studio, where 
passers-by can purchase her 
work. 

“I don’t know why people 
pay for these,” snipes one 
shopkeeper. “My five year-old 
could do better.” 

Love blossoms between 
Maud and her gruff employer 
while Nova Scotia freezes. 

Maudie rests almost entirely 
on Hawkins’ hunched 
shoulders and she carries the 
picture through its occasional 
lulls. 

Hawke is solid support and 
there is an endearingly 
awkward rapport between the 
couple. 

“We’re like a pair of odd 
socks,” Maud observes 
tenderly.

How do you describe 
what you do? 

(LAUGHS) Tm an Irish free-style 
comedy rapper. It's a very unusual 
job title. Now I don't even think 
twice about it. If I'm at a wedding 
and someone asks what I do, I say 
'Irish rapper' and I can see them 
thinking 'Okaay.' 

I was definitely self-conscious 
when I first started. It was a very, 
very small circle of rappers in 
Dulblin back then.

London was a big hip 
hop circuit, but there was not that 
much in the way of exchange. 

London was not saying 'We've got 
to get some of that Irish hip hop.' 


You've created improv songs on 
Alan Carr's Happy Hour with the 
likes of Noel Fielding, Michelle 
Keegan and Judge Rinder and 
stole the show on 8 Out Of 10 
Cats Does Countdown. Do you 
enjoy doing TV? 

THE one I loved was just before 
Christmas on Alan Carr's Happy 
Hour. It was a private highlight for 
me. 

I was doing a freestyle about 
minor irkes and I asked ludge 
Rinder what was his irk and he 
said 'My cleaner mislaid my 
18th-century erotic statue.' It turned 
into my favourite song. Sometimes 
backstage you try and guess what 
might come up, but 18th-century 
erotic statues were not up 
there. 

What was it like supporting Ed 
Sheeran on his 2012 UK tour? 

ED IS amazing. He's a very good 
free-style rapper and it's how we got 
to know each other. 

We did a little bit of stuff before he 
became famous and then we 
supported him on his tour. 

It was such a fun space for us to be 
part of - to be in front of 
5,000-strong audiences and people 
screaming. 

When we went back to the comedy 
venues it was like 'Why are they not 
screaming at the stage?! 


You are now big favourites at 
the Edinburgh Fringe Festival. 
What was it like when you first 
started? 

IT WAS insane. The first Abandoman 
show was in 2008 and there was 
pretty much no structure. 

Looking back it was crazy, we only 
had a couple of people and a 
reviewer in and, given the whole 
idea of the show is made up of 
suggestions from the audience, 
everyone who was there had 20 
minutes of songs written about 
them. It was so weird. 

Then last year we sold more than 


10,000 tickets at 
the festival.

Your songs are created from 
audience suggestions.

Backstage, when you 
are waiting to go on, you try and 
guess what might come up, but it's 
impossible. 

You sometimes think 'How is this 
happening?' There was a lovely one 
at one show. In the front row were 
five guys all from the army 
celebrating a fifth anniversary for 
one of their friends. It was the

It's lovely to go 
past and see photoshoots between 
strangers.

T he first Shane Filan knew 
about the biggest hit of his 
career was when thousands 
of Chinese fans started 
pleading with him to sing 
it. The Irish pop favourite has 
enjoyed 14 chart-topping singles 
with Westlife, but in Asia it is a 
YouTube track of an old demo that 
has become his most popular song. 

Beautiful In White has already 
had more than 70 million views 
and is now the most requested 
wedding song in South East Asia. 

But Shane had no idea how 
popular the love song was until he 
performed in Beijing. 

"People were shouting out 
requests and they were all calling 
for the same song. I was thinking 
Are they saying Beautiful In 
White?' I actually stopped the 
show, stopped the music and went 
to the front row and asked a girl 
what song they wanted to hear and 
they all started singing it. 

"I began singing the chorus and 
the guitarist began strumming 
along and they went bananas in the 
crowd. The same thing happened 
every night I performed the song 
after that on the tour. I thought T'm 
going to have to release this.'" 

Shane laughs: "The whole thing 
is bizarre, crazy. It's my most 
popular song in Asia and I knew 
nothing about it. It was a complete 
shock to me. It just went viral on its 
own. It's definitely my biggest hit - 
the power of the internet." 

Shane originally recorded a 
demo of the song at the famous 
Abbey Studios in London as a 
possible Westlife album track, but it 
was never released... until now. 

It is one of the tracks on his new 
solo album Love Always, which 
includes cover versions of classic 
love ballads alongside new tracks. 

Shane says the hardest part was 
selecting only 12 songs for his third 
solo album. 

"There were about 40 to 50 songs 
on the first list, we could have 
made five albums, and we had to 
bring it down. I probably recorded 
17 or 18 songs and then chose the 
final 12. There were a couple of 
country songs I tried that didn't 
make it. I just thought some songs 
were not me or were not right for 
this album. But other songs I knew 
from the first few lines were 
perfect." 

Shane also invited fans to send in 
suggestions for covers and was 
surprised at the overwhelming 
response. 

He laughs: "Some people asked 
me to cover old Westlife songs, but 
I've already done the originals so 
that did not make sense to me. The 
fan suggestion that has made it to 
the album was a song I had never 
thought about - Eternal Flame by 
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Shane Filan 
is bouncing

The Bangles. It's such a great song 
and has lots of memories for me as 
well and, as soon as I started 
singing it, it felt right. 

"I just love the version on the 
album and the lady who suggested 
it is mentioned on the album 
credits. 

"This is an album I have been 
wanting to make for a long time. I 
love singing ballads and this album 
is full of my all-time favourite 
songs." 

Heaven by Bryan Adams is one of 
Shane's personal favourites and 
there are also three original songs 
scattered among the old favourites. 

"The great thing about this new 


album and forthcoming tour is that 
the set list is going to be so strong 
with the addition of these songs, 
with some of my earlier singles and 
obviously the Westlife favourites. 

"The fans will know every single 
world of every song. It's nice to look 
forward to a tour knowing the 
crowd are really going to love it. It's 
going to be a new chapter and 
everyone is going to be singing 
along to these songs." 

Shane grew up inspired by 
Michael Jackson and the Backstreet 
Boys and says his time with 
Westlife "fulfilled all of our dreams 
1,000 times over." 

The youngest of seven children. 


Shane grew up in Sligo in the 
north-west of Ireland and has dealt 
with both international success and 
bankruptcy. He lost millions when 
the Irish property market crashed, 
but he set to work and has seen his 
solo career take off following the 
end of Westlife in 2012. 

He also took part in the Bridge 
Over Troubled Water recording 
that Simon Cowell put together to 
help the Grenfell Tower fire 
residents. 

X Factor judge Louis Walsh 
remains Shane's manager and is 
delighted with the Love Always 
album. "Louis got a tad excited," 
smiles Shane. "He's such a big fan 
of all the old songs." 

The 38-year-old singer adds: 
"Westlife was such a such a huge 
part of my life and we had 
phenomenal success. I feel really 
happy and really good at the 
moment. I'm on my third album 
and big tours are planned. I want to 
do this for the rest of my life."

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ROBIN JAROSSI INVESTIGATES THE 1960s 'RIPPER' WHO DUMPED 
MURDERED PROSTITUTES NAKED... AND WAS NEVER CAUGHT 


S WINGING London woke 
up on April 24, 1964, to the 
news that a depraved serial 
killer was stalking its 
streets. 

The body of Helen Barthelemy, 
22, had been found naked in an 
alley. She was the second victim 
discovered that month and the 
third since February. 

Like the other victims, Helen 
worked the streets of West London. 
Along with Hannah Tailford and 
Irene Lockwood, she was petite 
and vulnerable. 

The killer's grim trademark was 
the removal of his victims' clothing 
and belongings - even false teeth 
- earning him the nickname lack 
the Stripper. 

Det Chief Supt lohn du Rose, led 
the inquiry. Known as Four-Day 
lohnny for his speed in solving 
cases, Mr du Rose said: "There are 
hundreds of police involved, more 
than any inquiry ever before. We'll 
get him. You can be sure of that." 

Yet they never did. How did the 
murderer evade the massive 
investigation? 

Reviewing rarely seen case files, 
old coroners' reports and 
photoraphs exposes a shocking 
insight into the underbelly of 1960s 
London. 

The 'Nude Murders' as they 
became known revealed a brutal 
sex trade flourishing on many West 
London streets. 

THE INVESTIGATION 

MR DU ROSE, one of Scotland 
Yard's top five investigators, took 
charge of the Nude Murders case 
in February 1965. He had a 
200-strong CID force, plus another 
100 officers. The Special Patrol 
Group of 300 officers was also 
called in. 

Observation points were 
set up around West London 
to monitor cars seen 
repeatedly at night. Officers 
did intelligence-gathering in 
pubs and clubs. 

Policewomen 
disguised as 
prostitutes noted 
car registration 
plates and 
suspicious 
behaviour. 

A break-through 
came when dust 
and paint 

particles on the last 
four women revealed 
they'd been stored at an 
abandoned factory on 
Heron Trading Estate, 
where Bridget 'Bridie' 

O'Hara was found. Police 
began interviewing 7,000 
employees. 

THE SUSPECTS 

DETECTIVES probed 
suspects including a dental 
surgeon, a mortuary 
assistant and the victims' 
partners. 

No evidence was found. 

But one suspect did raise 
major suspicions, a 
disgraced former detective.

THE victims were prostitutes, 
around 5ft lin.

None showed 
signs of sexual violence, but 
detectives speculated they 
had been killed during a sex 
act.

He had carried out 
burglaries to 
embarrass 
colleagues, who 
he felt victimised 
him.

This man, who is still 
alive, became the prime 
suspect. He had lived in 
police quarters near the 
Heron Trading Estate, had 
a grudge against police 
and knew the areas where 
the bodies were found.

THE KILLER 

THE killer stopped his spree after 
Bridie's murder. The probe was 
rapidly wound down. It had failed 
because Scotland Yard's top 
officers had little expertise in 
catching serial killers. 

Modern investigations would use 
new profiling techniques. Expert 
geographic analysis in my book 
reveals the killer probably lived in a 
small area stretching west from 
central Hammersmith or Holland 
Park. Today's detectives use such 
tools to narrow their search. 

It is sobering to think the killer 
could be alive today, perhaps in his 
late 70s. His crimes are largely 
forgotten, no doubt due to a lack of 
sympathy for the victims, seen as 
being outside of decent society. 

Who was he? Probably a 
policeman, though not the 
disgraced detective, who could not

ACTRESS and writer 
Sarah Winman's third 
novel Tin Man is a 
heart-breaking story 
about love, loss and 
grief. 

Ellis and Michael are 
best friends, growing up without 
mothers in Oxford in the 1970s. They 
share a love of cycling and travel, 
and, on a trip to France, their 
relationship becomes physical. A few 
years later, Annie enters the picture, 
with the trio soon becoming 
inseparable. But then Michael moves 
to London and disappears from Ellis 
and Annie's lives. 

Years pass, and in 1996 the reader 
encounters a withdrawn Ellis living 
on his own and working nights at a 
car factory. The devastating events 
of the intervening years slowly come 
to light as Winman skilfully moves 
between characters and decades. 

This book is all emotion, and 
unashamedly so, exploring themes 
such as the exuberance of youth and 
the desperation of unrequited love 
- and what lingers at the end is an 
overwhelming sense of sadness. 

Tin Man may be a short novel, at 
just 195 pages, but it packs an 
enormous punch.

EPILATION 

EPILATION devices feature a 
rotating head that catches and 
plucks hairs out one by one. 

"Women with all skin types can 
use epilation as their method of hair 
removal," says GP and skin expert. 
Dr Anita Sturnham. "But people 
with more sensitive skin may prefer 
to epilate as there are a number of 
ways to ease the initial pain some 
may experience, which cannot be 
replicated when waxing." 

■ Does it hurt? 

"Epilating allows you to reach all 
areas of the skin easily with the 
stretch of one arm, so the other 
hand can be used to hold skin 
taught to ease the pain some 
experience as they first start to 
epilate. Some epilators can also be 
used in the bath or shower, which 
softens the hairs and desensitises 
the skin for a gentler epilation 
experience." 

■ Why is it better than waxing? 
"Waxing requires approximately 
2mm of hair regrowth, which is 


inconvenient and can lead to 
women wanting to cover up during 
this awkward in-between stage. The 
Braun range captures hairs as short 
as a grain of sand (0.5mm)." 

■ Is it expensive? 

"While the purchase of an epilator is 
an initial expense, this should be 
seen as an investment purchase to 
last for countless hair-removal 
treatments. A recent survey by 
Braun found that by conducting 
hair-removal treatments at home, 
women in the UK can save up on 
average £567 per year." 

■ Any other tips for beginners? 
"Exfoliate first, to lift hairs that may 
be hiding under dry skin, avoiding 
the risk of ingrown hairs and 
ensuring every hair is captured.

IPL 


IPL stands for Intense Pulsed Light. 
In terms of hair removal, a flash of 
light is absorbed by the pigment in a 
hair, which then 'zaps' the growing 
cells beneath it. 

"We don't recommend it for very 
dark skin, or very light body hair," 
says Leah Richards, director of 
clinical affairs at SmoothSkin, "This 


is because very dark skin has a 
considerable amount of pigment 
and will absorb more light than the 
skin can handle, therefore it can 
potentially burn, discolour or scar 
your skin. Very light body hair is the 
opposite, as in this instance, there 
isn't enough pigment in the hair 
shaft, which IPL heavily relies on. 

We don't recommend that you use 
IPL over your tattoos, as it can burn 
and blister the skin." 

■ How long does it last? 

"One treatment won't last forever. 
You will need to keep treating the 
hairs every once in a while to avoid 
hair growth starting. Treat it once a 
week until you start seeing the 
desired results, and then top up 
when and if you need them." 

■ Does it hurt? 

"IPL doesn't hurt. Granted, you'll 
feel a slight sensation, perhaps a 
tingling feeling, but it won't be 
painful. However, the sensation 
varies from person to person." 

■ Is it expensive? 

"At first thought, IPL might seem like 
an expensive way to de-fuzz, but 
we've done the maths, and over time 
you can make a huge saving 
compared to other more conven¬ 
tional hair-removal methods. The 
average razor blade lasts just a 
month - if you include shaves, 
blades and foam, you could soon be 
spending around £8 per month.

KATE WHITING TALKS TO JAMIE 
OLIVER'S ‘LONDON DAD' WHO HAS JUST 
REPUBLISHED HIS AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL * 
COOKBOOK, GENNARO'S PASSIONE I 




OULD you like to 
taste some pasta?" 
Just two minutes after 
meeting Gennaro 
Contaldo at one of 
the London branches of Jamie's 
Jtalian, he's already being the 
perfect host. 

As it's lunchtime, and yes, I am 
quite hungry, I gratefully accept, 
and he quickly dispatches a 
waiter with instructions to ask 
chef Valentino for "one pasta 
special of the day',' adding in that 
famous Italian lilt: "Ees for 
Gennaro'! 

The bubbly 68-year-old is 
universally loved by all the chefs 
he trains at Jamie's Jtalian 
restaurants around the globe, 
and most of all by his protege, 
Jamie himself, who calls 
Gennaro his 'London dad! The 
feeling is mutual. 

"Oh my God, does Jamie do 
more than me, he goes round 
and round and round. He's 
always in touch. At the end of the 
day, we are cooks, more than 
anything else. We love cooking.” 

It's this passion for cooking 
and good food that Gennaro 
extols in his cookbook Passione 
("kind of my biography”), named 
after the restaurant he ran in 
London in the early Noughties. 

Eirst published in 2003 - "that 
book put me on the map” - it's 
now been lovingly updated with 
stories and photos from Gen- 
naro's childhood growing up on 
Italy's Amalfi Coast. 

"I realised how beautiful it was 
when I left it. After two, maybe 
three years, I went back and 
when I reached my village 
[Minori], everything was ever so 
small and it was strange,” says 
the chef, who first left home for 
England as a young man of 20. 


"I didn't realise it was me that 
had grown up by being sur¬ 
rounded by London. You live in a 
place where the mountains are 
your back garden, the sea is your 
swimming pool, the village is 
your playground, then you come 
to London and everything - wow! 

"I missed so much the sea, the 
smell of the herb. Sometimes, I 
used to have a day off and go 
back to the sea, maybe South- 
end. I always wanted to put my 
hands inside, I knew the sea 
would touch the shore of my 
hometown.” 

In the books, he calls it a 
"free-range” childhood. The 
family had no fridge, so every¬ 
thing had to be fresh and they ate 
with the seasons. His father, a 
linen merchant, brought animals 
home he'd been given as 
payment by local farmers and 
did most of the cooking, while 
his mother sent him out to 


collect herbs from the moun¬ 
tains, which sparked a lifelong 
love of foraging. 

"Imagine, come 12 o'clock, you 
go home through the small 
alleyways and all the balconies 
are open and you can hear the 
crockery and you can smell 
everything and you can pin¬ 
point... fresh pasta with beans, 
grilled fish, cooked meat... 
Nothing came from far away, 
everything in season.” 

The pasta special arrives - 
squid-like calamarata with a 
pesto of roasted red peppers, 
garlic and chilli ("spice prolongs 
life”), with buffalo ricotta - and 
it's the best thing I've ever tasted. 

"It's kind of al dente, but it's a 
little bit chewy because it's fresh. 
Al dente means you chew longer, 
so you taste it and digest it better. 
You want to keep that flavour in 
your mouth longer, it's like a 
glass of wine, it's smooth.” 


When he first arrived in 
London, Gennaro worked as a 
kitchen porter for a hospital, to 
get a permit, and eventually 
ended up at his good friend 
Antonio Carluccio's Neal Street 
Restaurant, where he met and 
mentored Jamie Oliver, before 
branching out on his own and 
opening Passione. 

He left the restaurant three 
years before it closed in 2009, a 
victim of the recession, to 
collaborate with Jamie on the 
Jamie's Jtalian chain. 

"He is [like a son], he's got 
exactly the same love, and cares 
and respects food and people. 

"I look up to him. My God, he 
can do it. And we film quite a lot, 
me and Jamie, we film a new 
programme which will come out 
next year.” 

He has five of his own children, 
two with his current partner, and 
three from his previous marriage, 
and he's not about to hang up his 
apron anytime soon. 

"This is what's keeping me 
alive,” he says earnestly. "I have 
days when I think I'm too tired, 
but the minute I walk inside the 
kitchen, I feel 25.1 believe 
another person like me is Jamie, 
he's running around... to give lots 
of love to the world. 

"And for me to come in the 
restaurant, and have a picture 
together with a young boy who's 
been waiting months to see you, 
you give them such love and joy 
and you show them how to do 
something, you transfer a little 
tiny gene to him and he will find 
the same love and passion.”

I WAS SO happy the other day 
when I converted a pal from pinot 
grigio to another white wine. 
Happy is an understatement; it is 
one of my life's missions to widen 
the horizons of pinot grigio 
drinkers who find themselves 
stuck in a comfort zone. 

The victorious wine was from 
Slovenia and is one of two new 
wines released by puklavecand- 
friends.com who are based in 
the Podravje region of the 
country. My "winning" wine 
was puklavec & friends 
Furmint 2015 (RRP £9.99, 
but £7.99 from August 9 to 
September 5, Waitrose, 13.5% 
abv) and its sister wine is 
puklavec & friends Sauvi- 
gnon Blanc / Pinot Grigio 
2016 (RRP £8.79, and £6.59 
across the same dates,

Waitrose, 12.5% abv). 

I love that the front of both 
wines emphasise that the grapes 
were handpicked - the furmint 
on September 28 and October 2. 

Call me a geek, but that puts 
me right in the hills of 
Jeruzalem in eastern Slovenia 
when people would have been 
scurrying around on the 
vineyard terraces. Ah, but 
enough of the poetic reflec¬ 
tion, what of the wine. It was a 
little shy releasing its aromas, 
but a couple of good swirls 
revealed floral notes, lemon. 


melon and a touch of lychee; the 
flavours much the same with a 
nice acidity. 

The aromas of the sauvignon 
blanc and pinot grigio blend (yes, 
my pal liked that too) are zesty, 
with huddles of elderflower and a 
dabble with tropical fruit. In the 
mouth the citrus pings and it has 
a decent, mouth-watering length. 

Also in my glass... last Friday it 
was absolutely pouring down. I 
thought heck, where has the 
summer gone? I wanted to 
remember sunshine, cloudless 
skies and breezes willowing with 
aromas of roses and blossom. 

Then I remembered The Society's 
Exhibition English Sparkling 
Wine NV (£21,12% abv) and I 
thought if the summer won't come 
to me. I'll remember it in a glass of 




sparkling wine from the sunny 
fields of Sussex. This wine is 
created for The Wine Society 
(thewinesociety.com) by 
Ridgeview which uses the 
classic champagne grapes 
chardonnay, pinot noir and 
pinot meunier and the 
traditional sparkling win¬ 
emaking method as followed 
by champagne makers. This 
wine has scrunchy green 
apples on the nose... but 
what's this... after a while it 
opens up into squishy ripe 
red apples, all encased in a 
buttery biscuit base. 

■ I ran a wine tasting last 
night and my red wine was 

Ring Bolt Cabernet Sauvignon 
2014 (RRP £12.99,14.5% abv). It 
was awarded this year's Interna¬ 


tional Wine Challenge Great Value 
Red Under £15 and the IWC Great 
Value Champion Red. I hunted for 
this Australian wine in my local 
Tesco and found it on the top 
shelf, minding its own business, 
with no indication of the top 
awards it has picked up. 

My little gathering loved it 
and some of them are off to 
buy it pretty quickly so you've 
been warned. The wine hails 
from the Margaret River region 
and had fresh overtures of 
plums and cherries, with layers 
of mocha and chocolate from 
oak aging, together with 
velvety tannins. I hid a glass 
for when my work was done. 
What a treat.

2 baby chickens (poussins), 
boned (ask your butcher to do 
this for you) 

6tbsp olive oil 

Salt and freshly ground black

2. Open up each baby 
chicken like a butterfly and 
place skin-side down on a 
chopping board. Spread 
the filling evenly over the 
flesh side, then fold the 
poussin back over and 
secure the opening with 
wooden toothpicks, 
weaving them in and out. 
Season all over with salt 
and pepper. Heat the olive 
oil in a large frying pan, 
add the chickens, then 
reduce the heat slightly 
and cook until golden 
brown on all sides. Cover 
the pan and cook gently for 
about 20 minutes, until the 
chickens are cooked 
through. 

3. Meanwhile, make the 
sauce. Place the garlic and 
rosemary in a mortar and 
pound with a pestle. Add 
the wine, vinegar, sugar 
and capers, and mix well. 

4. Turn up the heat under 
the chickens, add the sauce 
and simmer until reduced 
by half, stirring all the time. 
Arrange on a plate and 
pour over the sauce. Serve 
immediately, scattered 
with parsley, if wished. 



DINNER parties are out, 
supper with friends is in - 
and you can't go wrong with 
this light summer dish.

MS PAINT REACHES THE END 

ONE of the most illustrious pieces of 
software ever shipped appears to 
have enjoyed some kind of reprieve 
after being declared dead. 

Microsoft revealed earlier this 
week that its iconic Paint 
programme was to be "deprecated" 
in the next version of Windows, 
which means it is "no longer being 
developed and may be removed 
from future releases." Which more 
or less means it's dead. 

However, Microsoft later 
confirmed that, while Paint is being 
removed from Windows, it will live 
on as a free legacy download from 
the Windows App Store. Not guite 
alive, then, but not guite dead either. 

It seems Microsoft, taken aback by 
the outpouring of love for Paint 
after its initial announcement, has 
tried to spin its removal from 
Windows as a change of heart. 

But essentially, if it's not on your 
PC by default, are you really going 
to take the time and the trouble to 
go and download it? Also, if your 
computer is a work device, you 
probably won't be able to, anyway. 

Paint has been part of Windows 
from the stars, shipping as part of 
the OS since version 1.0 in 1985. 

It was one of the first graphic 
creation tools, but has always been 
rather limited in its scope, and it has 
long since been superseded by 
better and more capable apps. 


DRONE ON ABOUT 
REGULATIONS 

THE government 
has revealed 
plans to regulate 
the use of drones - small unmanned 
aerial vehicles often fitted with 
cameras - and create a database of 
drone owners. 

In plans largely applauded by both 
drone makers and users, owners will 
have to gain a licence to fly, which 
will reguire registering online and 
taking a test to make sure rules 
about where and when drones can 
be flown are understood. All drones 
that weigh more than 250g will be 
subject to the regulations - a weight 
arrived at after studying new 
research into how heavy a drone 
has to be before it can do damage 
to airplanes and helicopters. 

The regulations are the result of a 
public consultation that was carried 
out earlier this year. No time scale 
has been revealed about when the 
new rules will come into force.

HOUSE HOSTED 
LITERARY STARS 

Most people haven't heard of William 
Barnes, a colourful Dorset academic 
and poet born in 1801. But if you're 
into poetry then you'll know his 
friends. 

Barnes worked for the Church of 
England and lived in a large rectory 
where a litany of famous names 
passed through, including poets who 
were drawn to his eccentric 
personality and creative gifts. 

Most famously this included Tess of 
the d'Urbervilles novelist Thomas 
Hardy, who Barnes met while the two 
trained as architects. They became 
lifelong friends, despite the 40-year 
age gap between them. 

Others drawn to the charismatic 



Barnes included a string of the 
mid-19th century's literati including 
Alfred Lord Tennyson. Even after 
Barnes' death, the property still 
attracted writing talent. 

Old Came Rectory was rented by 
Eirst World War poet Siegfried Sassoon 
during the 1920s to which he invited 
fellow war poet Edmund Blunden and 
T.E. Lawrence - better known as 
Lawrence of Arabia - for visits. The 
five-bedroom property is two miles 
outside Dorchester and was built in 
1804.

YOUR LOCAL property experts HarlouStar 
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M onty Don was 
on my local 
radio station 
recently. He 
was in town to 
deliver an 
enthusiastic 
talk to his 

gardening disciples - of which there 
are many. 

A listener called in with a question 
about the potential damage caused by 
slug pellets on our hedgehog 
population. 

His answer was swift and absolutely 
right - our hedgehog numbers are 
depleting at an alarming rate. They 
take refuge in gardens and we should 
do all we can to protect and 
encourage them. 

What's more they'll feed on the 
slugs. No garden plant, 
he said, is worth the life 
of a hedgehog. Hear 
hear! 

In this chemical- 
oriented age, it is far 
better to work with 
nature and encourage 
sympathetic 
ecosystems which 
allow flora and fauna to 
thrive in harmony. 

An alternative to 
using insecticides is to 
encourage beneficial 
insects to your garden 
to do the work for you. 

Aphids are the - 

number one pest in the garden at the 
moment. 

Not only does their sap sucking 
distort foliage, but they excrete sticky 
honeydew. This sticky sugary 
substance soon becomes covered in 
mould, creating unsightly black 
blotches on leaves. 

Hosing them off or even wiping 
them off is one way of managing them 
but it also helps to encourage 
predators who will eat them. Enter our 
favourite beetle - the ladybird. 

Our first introduction is probably 
as schoolchildren, reading the 
Ladybird books. 

Easily identified with black spots 
on a red background, it's considered 
good luck when one lands on you - 
and they don't bite, which helps their 
popularity. 

The "lady" is thought to refer to the 
Virgin Mary - legend has it that 
farmers in bygone eras were plagued 
with pests eating their crop until 
these beetles arrived and rescued the 
situation. 

There are 46 different species in

Britain, with variations such as yellow 
and orange backgrounds, or the spots 
varying in quantity and colour. 

Ladybirds have an unsurpassed 
appetite for aphids, munching up to 
50 a day or 5,000 during their lives. 

They will also eat mites, thrips, scale 
insects and whitefiies. The larvae of 
ladybirds will also eat their own body 
weight in aphids every day. You can 


buy ladybirds from green garden 
suppliers for release in your garden or 
greenhouse. These will cost around 
£20 for 25 adults. 

They should be released at twilight, 
temperatures need to be above 10°C 
and free them near an aphid-infested 
plant. 

If the ladybirds don't find food 
quickly they will fly off to your 


neighbour's garden and feast 
on their aphids. 

A less expensive route is to 
grow some plants that 
ladybirds like. 

They love herbs such as 
mint, chives, coriander, fennel 
and dill, and fiat-topped flowers such 
as yarrow. 

Include calendula, statice, alyssum

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and cosmos in your flower beds. 

Common "weeds" such as 
dandelions and clover also tickle their 
tastebuds so you can relax the next 
time the lawn sprouts a few of these 
and view them as wildlife-friendly. 

Ladybirds need places to hibernate 
during the winter. 

They naturally overwinter in 
crevices of bark on trees and in piles 
of leaf litter. You can create your own 
ladybird house by using a simple 
wooden box and adding bits of bark 
and leaf litter. 

Alternatively, construct a wildlife 
wall - this is made from layers of brick 
or tile and wood against a wall with 
some corrugated cardboard included 
in the layers for ladybirds to lay eggs. 


Now's the time to reap the harvest 


JOBS FOR THE WEEK 



■ Plenty to harvest now - 
courgettes, before they turn to 
marrows, as well as second 
earlies and main crop potatoes, 
if the foliage is going yellow. 
French and runner beans can be 
cropped regularly, and onions, 
shallots and garlic are ready to 
dig up when foliage becomes 
yellow and flops over. 

■ Spot-treat lawn weeds or, if 
possible, pull out by hand. 

■ Check for cabbage white 
butterfly eggs and remove. Do 


the same with blackfly on broad 
beans and aphids everywhere. 

■ Cut back perennials which are 
finished or those that will give a 
second flush, such as hardy 
geraniums. Dead-head bedding 
plants and perennials. 

■ Rambling and climbing roses 
can look messy with lots of 
brown, faded flowers - you can 
prune them now unless they are 


repeat flowering. If lavender is 
going over, trim now to prevent 
it becoming leggy. 

■ Going on holiday? Move pots 
to shady positions and ask a 
neighbour to water them. 

■ Prevent disease by removing 
rose leaves with black spot 
from the ground, and fallen 
diseased apples or pears. 

■ If you're growing fruit in 
containers, give them a high 
potash liquid feed. 
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Statice 




Or make a log pile using a few branches, 
logs and twigs in an out-of-the way area 
where they won't be disturbed. 

Even just leaving an area unmown or 
perennials not cut down for the winter 


provides a good hideaway for insects. 

It's also a great excuse for some lazy 
gardening days and explaining why your 
garden isn't perfectly neat. 

Well, we could all do with a day off! 


ASK DIARMUID 



Q My problem is my 
bird bath, which I 
fill with clean water 
every other day, but 
in summer, when it's 
hot, it goes green and 
smells. 

I bleach and scrub 
it, then put clean 
water in. 

I've tried putting 
brass coins in it, but 
that doesn't work. 

And it doesn't help that some 
birds have a drink, then turn 
around and poo in the bath! 
Thank you for your advice.

A You're right to be 

concerned about keeping 
the water clean. Any stagnant 
water soon develops algae, 


and bird droppings 
are a guick way to 
spread disease. 

The Royal Society 
for the Protection 
of Birds 

recommends doing 
exactly what you 
are practising - 
replacing the water 
every other day and 
using dilute bleach 
or detergent to 
keep it clean, making sure to 
rinse properly before refilling. 

For a chemical-free 
approach, vinegar also makes 
a good cleaner. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


LOBELIA HADSPEN PURPLE 

Hanging baskets and 
containers the length and 
breadth of Britain are full of 
trailing blue lobelia - it's a firm 
favourite with gardeners. 

But let me introduce you to 
another lobelia - Hadspen 
Purple. It shares the classic 
lobelia flower shape. 

All lobelia flowers have two 
lips - usually an upper lip with 


two lobes, with the bottom lip 
divided into three lobes. 

Unlike the bedding lobelia, 
this variety is hardy. It has 
beautiful rich purple flowers 
which will last through to the 
autumn. While it likes to be in 
sun, it can manage partial 
shade but it doesn't like to dry 
out. Plant in moist conditions 
such as slightly boggy soil.

T he Discovery Sport is 
yet another clever 
variation on established 
theme from JLR, a 
company playing a 
blinder across the world with 
both the Jaguar and Land Rover 
brands. 

The ‘mini-Discovery’, an 
upgrade and improvement on 
the old Freelander, offers the 
luxury of a Range Rover, mostly, 
but at a cheaper price, plus 
seven-seat practicality and the 
legendary off-road capability - 
and if you thought the various 
towing and traction aids were 
cosmetic extras, think agan. 

Last year in Switzerland the 
Discovery Sport towed three 
luxury train carriages with a 
combined weight of more than 
100 tonnes along a railway track. 
This saw the vehicle pulling 
what is effectively the same 
weight as a Boeing-757. 

Not only that, it looks great, a 
world away from previous boxy 
designs and looks a real compact 
SUV for the 21st century. Add to 
this the latest two-litre diesel 
Ingenium engine and you have 
almost the complete package 

Sleek and stylish, for an SUV, 
it has a more rounded, slippery 
shape than previous models, 
while the privacy glass, unique 
daytime LEDs running light and 
20-inch Aero Viper’ alloys on this 
all-black model attracted plenty 
of attention. 

This range topper will set you 
back £46,500, not to mention a 
further £10,000 worth of goodies, 
but the base model still delivers 
plenty at a price of just over 
£28,000. 

That model drives the front 
wheels only but is still well 
appointed and offers decent 
economy and C02 emissions. 

It is currently Land Rover’s 
fastest-selling vehicle, with more 
than 200,000 units sold globally 
since its introduction in 2014. 

The interior is luxuriously 
appointed on this model with 
soft touch finish and brushed 
aluminium trim, plus some nice 
red metal inserts neatly 
offsetting the black finish and 
full-length panoramic glass roof. 

The leather upholstery is 
classy with neat stitching and 
the electrically operted seats are 
either heated or cooled, 
depending on the weather. 

The centrepiece is a 10-inch 


touchscreen familiar on JLR 
models which controls sound 
system, navigation and 
connectivity via phone, apps or 
Wi-Fi. It feels a plush and 
luxurious place to be, 
particularly this range topper 
with a full complement of 
creature comforts. 

The interior feels light and 
roomy with the front five seats 
in place. The rearmost pair 


would only be suitable for kids, 
with access via the sliding 
middle row of seats. The pop up 
and down with the click of a 
button in the boot. 

All passengers have access to 
heating controls and for 
range-toppers video 
entertainment is built into the 
headrests. 

Otherwise with the rearmost 
pair folded, boot space is 


plentiful and there are 
adjustable lashing points to keep 
cargo secure. There also other 
stowage bins and pockets in the 
rest of the cabin. 

The diesel is a refined beast, 
with little evidence of clatter and 
the 180ps of power gives plenty of 
acceleration, and obviously 
torque - as witnessed by the 
pulling a train bit. 

Economy is decent for such a 


heavy car with a claimed 
53.3mpg and 139k/km of C02. 

Mated to a slick, nine-speed 
automatic gearbox, drivers can 
select standard drive mode or 
sport and use the paddles for a 
more engaging drive. 

One of the most impressive 
points for me was the handling. 
For an SUV sitting high off the 
ground it felt remarkably stable 
when cornering while the ride 


was comfortable, if slightly on 
the firm side. 

Take it offload and the Terrain 
Response system can be selected 
to tackle sand, mud, gravel and 
snow - but everyone knows a 
Land Rover can go virtually 
anywhere, don’t they? 

It is also packed with safety kit 
including air bags for all 
passengers to gain it the 
EuroNCAP five star rating.
